be not accepted.

It is doubtful if this will revive the fast decay- 
ing trees, and it is difficult to understand what is the cause ol: the apparent 
blight that has come upon them. 
Some blame the smoke nuisance, and 


others chemical fluids carried in the air. Boston is not the only city that 
has to fight the blight that has come upon the trees. It is not improbable 
that the present unhealthy condition of the trees is the 
result of moth 


pests that were allowed to do damage, during the past few years. 
II, is 


possible also that the spraying of the trees with poisonous liquids may 
have injured them. Any solution of this kind t h a t , would penetrate the 
tree so as to get between the bark and the wood would bo detrimental to the 
trees. Every city nowadays needs an expert, to care for the precious trees, 
and guard them against pests and injury of all kinds. The neglect of such 
care is responsible for the decadence of many of the finest shade trees in 
New England.

Tho recent onwnrd movement in American cities is taking 
definite 


shape in the adoption of commission charters. The discussion ot this new 


form of charter during the past few months in Lowell has 
been 
very 


illuminating of the entire subject. It has demonstrated the cumbrous and 


obstructive character of our present machinery for the government of cities 


and it has also shown the simplicity and the superior practicability of the 


new government in which the real responsibility rests 
with 
the 
people 


(hero selves. 


It would be absurd to hold any municipal hoard responsible for results 


without giving it the power to 
attain 
those results. 
Accordingly, 
the 


municipal board will have absolute control of every department under its 


jurisdiction and the people in turn will have control of 
I he government 


board. Thus the people are again to be invested with the sovereign powers 


that they surrendered when they gave up the town form of government and 


adopted the old city charter. 


Under the new system ihe object of the government will be to promot 


the interests of the cit>i not the interests of the office-holders. There are 


a great many people in every city who think that the main thing to be deter- 


mined in city government is who shall hold the offices. 
It would appear, 


in fact, that many of our Lowell citizens believe Mint democracy is 'only n 


Sjcramble for the offices. 
TPo do not suppose that it is possible to find any 


form of city charter under which political schemers and wire pullers will not 


.make trouble. It is a fact in city government as well as in the domain of 


criminal law that those who wish to do right will at times be seriously 


inconvenienced by'"'the rules and regulations provided to prevent wrong- 


doing. Nevertheless, there are certain things in our city government today 


that must be stamped out, and among them are the sacrifice of the city's 


interests to those of the office-holders, the political bosses, heelers and 


grafters. 
Of late our experience has been that once"a man gets into office 


he seems to think he should be retained there regardless of whether he does 


right or'wrong; and he makes a great howl if the citizens attempt to assert 


their right to put somebody else in his place. That.thing must be stopped 
Office-holders must understand that if they cannot give satisfaction and 
show results in their respective departments the citizens will not tolerate 
their policy of using corrupt methods to secure a reelection. 


When, the right men are elected to office they will step down and out 


if they are not wanted without turning the city upside down in order to bo 
retained in office. 


Our city government during the past seven years has been void of 


n,aterial results. We should have more to show for the money expended 
We do .not say that there has been any pilfering of the city's funds bu 
there, was a lack of foresight and a lack of wise business management 
These mistakes, we hope, will be corrected under the new charter. Then 
may be some confusion and difficulty at the outstart, but if mistakes av. 
wade the people can correct them, something they could not do under ftic 
old charter. 


Lowell under the new charter will have to adopt a progressive polioj 


that >rill start up local industries and invite new industries to settle here 
We want better streets, better parks, better fire service, better water depart 
Kent, and ill fact an improvement in every municipal department. We wan 
better public buildings and a removal of some of the old shacks that reman 
as eyesores'along our principal streets. With a good, live business admin 
ibtration at city hall our taxable property should be increased about iei 
Bullion dollars in tho next five years, mid in fifteen years our populatioi 
should be at least 150,000. Onr new city government will have to.start tin 
"Lowell Onward Movement" with the opening of the new year and keep i 
up until our city "is the foremost in the stntc outside of Boston. Tho cily o 
Lawrence, we have no doubt, will adopt a. new charter today. The city o 
Cambridge will probably do the same, and as for Lowell we feel that th.
